“Challenge to Destiny” 
Heard From College 
February 12 








Joining with radio hook-ups the na- 
tion over in honoring the memory of 
Abraham Lincoln, the Clarke College 
air-way thespians presented a new 
play, Challenge to Destiny, especially 
written for Workshop production and 
broadcast on February 12 from the 
college studios through the facilities 
of WKBB. 

The story of two women beloved of 
Lincoln, Challenge to Destiny, ac- 
claimed as among the mos: finished 
and most artistic radio p2rfermances 
yet given by Clarke students, capital. 
ized on the influence exerted by Ann 
Rutledge and Mary Todd in helping 
to shape the political career of the 
great Illinois statesman. 

Admirably coupling semi-historic 
interest with dramatic content, the 
Lincoln script afforded ample oppor- 
tunity for the student players to dem- 
onstrate genuine talent in radio speak- 
ing. Commendable in her role was 
Lenore Berlik, Chicago, who handled 
the part of Ann Rutledge, the first 
love and inspiration for the young 
legislator from New Salem. A no’e of 
tragedy was effectively introduced with 
Ann’s death just as she was to marry 
Lincoln. Rita Bickert, Des Moines, 
was excellent in the supporting char- 
acter role of Mrs. Rutledge, Ann’s 
mother. 





In a situation laid in the Illinois 
capitol, Elizabeth Edwards, capably 
played by Catherine Athans, Chicago, 
introduces the lawyer, Lincoln, to 
Mary Todd, a role aptly filled by 
Venola Steidl. Despite the disap- 
proval of Mrs. Edwards, Mary Todd 
accepts his timid offer of marriage. 

That Lincoln soon regrets his action 
is shown by the fact that on the day 
of the proposed nuptial Lincoln dis- 
appears. 

It was to Lincoln’s credit, along 
with being a high light in the radio 
drama, that he reappears later to ask 
Mary Todd’s forgiveness and to re- 
peat once more his marriage offer, 
which is accepted unhesitatingly. Mary 
Todd has given Lincoln the last great 
challenge to his destiny, and he has re- 
turned to accept it and to become 
“with God’s help and yours, Mary, 
... what you want me to be—even 
if it’s the President of the United 
States.”

Discussions of current events in 
America, international problems, the 
importance of radio and aviation in 
modern war, economic questions, 
sketches of prominent women, and 
even new historical terms, quotations, 
and anecdotes are included in the 
February 1 issue of the History Digest 
—a magazine compiled and presented 
to the faculty and the student body by 
the Current Topics class at Clarke. 
It is thought to be the first magazine 
of its kind in the United States.
